"Carelessness lies In assuming that 
you can get by the other fellow on his 
right before he turns over closer to 
the curb. 
"Carelessness has a lot to do with 
assuming that everyone has alighted 
from the street car. Careful drivers 
don’t assume anything. They make 
sure. 
^Carelessness would cease being a 
vague term if it were more frequently 
associated with the practice of assum­ 
ing that pedestrians will get out of the 
way when the horn is sounded. Many 
of them are deaf. Some are day-dream­ 
ing. Others are stubborn. The pedes­ 
trian has the right of way at cross­ 
ings, but you would be better off driv­ 
ing as though he has such a right 
even lf he didn’t have It.

“During our last cold snap,” says

up it is necessary to connect like poles 
of the batteries, putting positive to 
positive and negative to negative. The 
electricians term this putting them in 
parallel.

(or P) sign and the negative with a - 
(or N) Bign. 
“If you remove the battery from 
your car be certain to m ark the end 
w hich Is grounded so you will put it

All his stock holdings in every 
kind of corporation named in the Federal Reserve, the Federal 
Farm Loan, the Foreign Banking Corporation and ah other acts 
of Congress relating to stock ownership were sold. Fortified by 
legal opinions, he was ready bar the worst the head-hunters might 
attem pt.
